A. E. Nice, chief of the Columbus 
fire fighting forces which quelled the 
blaze, expressed before the attorney 
general's investigating body the un- 
qualified belief that all prisoners 
would have been saved had the cells 
heen unlocked immediately after the 
fire was discovered. 

Warden Thomas, recalled before the 
investigators and questioned concern- 
ing his action in taking up his stand 
outside the prison wall “to prevent 
escapes” and delegating the assistant 
warden to cope with the situation in- 
side the walls, declared that such was 
his duty, contending that he was there 
to give orders not to execute them. 

The Rey. Father Albert O’Brien, 
Catholic priest and penitentiary chap- 
lain early Wednesday expressed the 
belief that had the warden entered the 
prison yard during the fire he would 
have been killed. The father, who was 
in the thick of the smoke administer- 
ing physical and spiritual aid to the 
injured and dying, did not expand on 
this statement but it was taken to 
mean that the convicts would have 
taken advantage of the confusion at- 
tendant on the fire to kill Warden 
Thomas. 

“[ believe every man could have 
been saved.” Nice said. The fact that 
the first alarm came from a box out- 
side the prison showed that there was 
delay on the part of those inside the 
penitentiary in sounding an alarm, he 
declared. 

The chief said that the thoughts of 
those within the prison who arrived 
at the scene first were not primarily 
concerned with the saving of life. 

“Life to a fireman commands first 
consideration,” he said. 

“I don't believe anyone could have 
controlled the prisoners.” 

Chief Nice said the convicts inter- 
ferred with the firemen while they 
were handling the hose and even over- 
powered them. It was not done with 
malicious intent, however, for the 
convicts were doing their best to help, 
he said. ;

After these had been heard F. W. 
Buck, executive secretary of the Fed- 
eral Dispensary-Tax Reduction 
League, Incorporated, urged revision 
of the prohibition statutes as they 
exist today. 

DuPont, a leader in the industrial 
world, directed-his assault against the 
claims of increased wealth, arguing 


|that this rested upon “nothing but 


the coincidence” with prohibition. He 
asserted that many persons, including 
even some of the most upright and: 
respected. were “in open revolt” 
against the dry law. : 

He said whether or not the effi- 
ciency of the workingman had been 
changed materially as a result of pro- 
hibition was a question that could not 
be definitely proved. 

“In dealing with this part of the 
subject,” he added, “probibitionists 
take the attitude that a large per- 
centage of workingmen consumed liq- 
uor to such an extent as to interfere 
with their daily work.” 

He then said that an investigation 
for a decade before prohibition had 
produced an estimate that: not more 
than 5 per cent of the total male 
population drank enough to injure 
themselves. 

Tinkham also challenged the asser- 
tion of the drys that prohibition had 
increased savings in the United States 
and presented a letter from Professor 
Irving Fisher, of Yale University, un- 
der date of July 9, 1929, in which the 
economist said he had found evidence 
that prohibition has “materially help- 
ed the United States, but I do not 
think it as important a factor as sev- 
eral others.” 

General Edwards told of the effort 
of army officers in the pre-prohibition 
(lays to cope with drunkenness among 
troops. He said they had found that 
by establishing what was known as 
the “post exchange” temperance had 
been promoted.

Despite unanimous approval of 
council, leaders in industry, business 
and civic organizations, the democratic 
executive committee of the borough 
of Atlanta Wednesday night, by a vote 
of 38 against and 3 for, declined to 
adopt a proposal for nomination of 
all members of council and the board 
of education in a boroughwide primary 
instead of by wards, 

Action of the committee was re- 
garded by proponents of the meas- 
ure as a retention of the ward politi- 
cal system that will assure continu- 
ance of domination of ward political 
machines in municipal politics, 

In addition, the committee set June 
18 as the date for the borough pri- 
mary; declared the post of mayor of 
Atlanta vacant, effective January 1, 
1931, providing for nomination of a 
successor to Mayor I. N. Ragsdale,. 
and abolished the system of permit- 
ting voting by certificates in elec- 
tions, 

Pointing out that the charter of 
Atlanta contemplates nomination of 
all members of the-Jegislative body 
by a boroughwide vote, because it 
specifically provides that in elections 
the voting must be done in that man- 
ner, proponents of the nomination 
reformation insisted on its passage. 

They also held that it is more dem- 


ocratic and gets a more complete ex- 
pression of the choice of all the voters 
than does the system which restricts 
voting on councilmen and board mem- 
bers of the ward from which they are 
selected. 

Although J. P. Wall, chairman of 
the committee, had announced that he 
would bring the proposed change in 
the method of nomination of council- 
men and board members to the atten- 
tion of the full committee without 
any recemmendation, Dr. Samuel 
Green, chairman of the sub-commit- 
tee, which sat with the council com- 
mittee, was called on by the commit- 
tee chairman and filed a report. 

It was on this report, which pro- 
vided for adversing the council pa- 
per, that the test vote was taken, 38 
voting for thé adverse report and 
three against it.

Power of Council. 


_On the contrary, the charter of the 
city of Atlanta vests exclusively in 
the mayor and the city council all 
legislative power in such a way that 
it could not be inferred that any of 
it could be delegated to the clerk or 
any other person. Section 33 of the 
city charter provides that the legis- 
lative department of the city shall be 
vested in the mayor, the board of 
aldermen and the board of council- 
men.

Two Bribery Decisions. 

Only two bribery decisions have 
ever been rendered in Georgia, Payne 
vs. State, 153 Ga. 882, and Newman 
vs. State, 97 Ga. 367, Judge Howard 
said. In the Payne case, it was held 
that a policeman of the city of At- 
lanta came within the bribery statutes, 
and there was no doubt about the fact 
of. the’ policeman being bribed in 
reference to his official duties, Judge 
Howard pointed out. “It appears that 
the office which the accused held ‘in| 
the case was fully. described, the 
duties thereof were well known, the 
bribe was charged, and the thing 
which the officers were bribed to do 
was distinctly charged.” 

The other Georgia case, Newman 
vs. State, was where a person was in- 
dicted for attempting to bribe a jus- 
tice of the peace, Judge Howard said.

Common Law Definition. 

Under the law of Georgia, Penal 
Code Section 270, bribery is the giv- 
ing or receiving of any undue reward 
to influence the behavior of the per- 
son receiving such award, in the dis- 
charge of his duty in any office of 
governmnt or of justice. This is vir- 
tually the common’ law definition of 
bribery and is in substance the defi- 
nition given in many of the ‘other 
states.

It is conservatively estimated that 
there are over 3,000,000 workers in 


this country who want work and 
cannot get it.

In other words, to make it plain, 
25 bales out of every 100 that were 
hauled off Georgia farms in 1929 
had to be dumped into the markets 
for whatever they would bring from 
buyers. The cotton was not stand- 
ard and had no price in market 
quotations.

The senate passed the Norris 
resolution to operate the plant by 
government agency and supply the 
electrical product to the public on 
economic terms, but the house re- 
fuses the proposition.

: TOXIC POISONING.

| oxic means poisonous, and if any- 
body is to be poisoned at all it is 
pretty certain that some poison will 
be involved, just as it is safe to as- 
Sume that a person with pneum~- ‘) 
has it on the lungs, whether the lungs 
are specificelly mentioned as the seat 
of the trouble or not. 

Toxinal poisoning js something else 
than just any kind of poisoning. Tox- 
Ins area distinct class or .kind of 
poisons, A toxin is a poison produced 
by the life and growth of disease 
germs: for example, diphtheria toxin. 
A ptomain, on the other hand. is a 
product of decomposition of any ani- 
mal or vegetable matter, and such de- 
composition or putrefaction is pro- 
duced by the life and growth of germs 
which are not harmful to man. Pto- 
Mains are comparatively harmless to 
man; the only poisonous ptomains 
chemists have discovered uré produced 
after putrefaction has advanced for 
a week or more, and by that time any 
food would be inedible anyway. So 
ptomain poisoning” simply doesn’t 
happen. Toxinal poisoning does hap- 
pen. Yet toxinal poisoning must not 
be confused with the too com..on mor- 
bid conception of “toxemia.” Toxemia 
means poison in the blood. Toxemia 
happens, of course, in toxinal poison- 
ing. It happens, too, in poisoning by 
alcohol, carbon’ monoxide. arsenic, 
lead, drugs.. But it is foolish to im- 
agine that all sorts of complaints, of 
real or fancied ill health, are due to 
Some vague “toxemia” and hence call 
for some vague treatment which pur- 
ports fo “eliminate the poisons” or 
“purify and strengthen the blood” so 
you ean “throw off” the hypothetical 
poisons, | 


, im not a few outbreaks of alleged 
ptomain poisoning’—a thing which, 
remember, never really happens—the 
actual poisoning proves to be toxinal, 
to wit, botulism. 


_ Botulism is caused by botulinus tox- 
in, the poison produced by the life 
and growth of the bacillus botulinus, 
or as it is now called Clostridium 
botulinum. Both vegetable and animal 
food may become contaminated with 
this germ, and the growth and multi- 
plication of the germ in: the food 
poisons the food with the toxin, and 
this may not change the appearance, 
odor or taste of the food enough to 
excite suspicion. The germ is prob- 
ably a normal inhabitant of the in- 
testinal tract of herbivorous awimals, 
and thence is carried to soil, dust, 
flies, carrion and by unclean hand- 
dling, to fruit. vegetables or meat. 
This germ can be killed hy five hours 
of boiling temperature or by 15 min- 
utes steaming at 230 degrees Fahren- 
heit. The toxin of botulinus is poi-

People of Northwest Cannot Un- 
derstand Why There Should Be 
a Double Standard of Water- 
way Authorization. British- 
ers Centralizing Wealth 
in Securities Instead of 
Land. Rapid Rise in 
Farm Taxes Past. 


The northwest, centering around 
the Twin Cities, is greatly disap- 
pointed hecause the new river and! 
harbors bill does not include a full. 
authorization of the proposed nine- 
foot channel in the upper Missis- 
sippi river. 

The bill as it now stands provides | 
for the United States taking over the | 
Oswego and Erie canals in New York 
state, which will facilitate the move- 


way to the sea and sidetrack the St. 
Lawrence project. In addition, the 
bill authorizes the deepening of. the 
upper parts of the Illinois river. 

Northwestern shippers contend 
these provisions clearly discriminate 
against their section of the country. 
A leading publicist states their case 
in this way: 

“The people of the northwest can- 
not understand why there should be 
a double standard of waterway au- 
thorization—-why there should be a 
standard of comparative laxness for 
the rest of the country and a stand- 
ard of unexampled severity for the 
Mississippi valléy.” 

Business men in the upper Missis- 
sippi valley have insisted for years 
that they have been shackled and held 
back by transportation handicaps. 
The “nine-foot channel,” they say, 
“holds out a promise of release from 
intolerable conditions which have been 
stifling the development and stunting 
the growth of the northwest for a 
long time.” 

The sentiment in that section is 
unanimously in favor of the proposed 
channel, but the United States gov- 
ernment, apparently supported by 
President Hoover, thinks otherwise. 


Newton D. Baker, of Cleveland, 
former secretary of war, has called 
attention to the changing attitude he

“When we went to him for some- 
thing, he told us we did not elect 
him, because the ward voted four to 
one for a man who had spent many 
years in that section of Atlanta.

Favors Reformation. 


Mrs. Harry Greene, president of 
the Atlanta League of Women Voters, 
appeared as a proponent of the nomi- 
nation reformation and also asked late 
primaries. 

“The league feels that the ward 
system of political domination in At- 
lanta should go, and also that the 
primary should be held in the: fall 
to eliminate the “lame ducks” who 
hold office sometimes seven or eight 
months after their successors are 
chosen.” 

“If the’ nomination proposal is 
adopted, it will give a wider and 
fairer expression of public opinion, 
and. it will mean that all the voters 
of Atlanta can approach eyery mem- 
ber of the borough’s legislative body 
and have a sympathetic hearing.” 

Steve Nance, president of the At- 
ianta Federataion of Trades, appeared 
before the committee, opposing the 
proposed change without a _ referen- 
dum, declaring he was following the 
instructions of the executive commit- 
tee of that body. ; 

“We feel that the change should 
not be made without referendum he- 
cause it was ¢hanged 35 years ago by 
a referendum,” he said. 

Mayor’s Post Vacant. 

Action of the committee in de- 
claring the post of Mayor Ragsdale 
vacant at the expiration of his pres- 
ent term, January 1, 1951, followed 
a recommendation of City Attorney 
James L. Mayson. 

At the last session of the Georgia 
legislature, the term of mayors of At- 
lanta was extended from two to four 
years and the enabling act failed to 
provide that the provision did _ not 
affect the incumbent.

Atlantans’ Organization

There; Parker Aids in 
Change to Camp Foster. 


A series of conferences between 
Adjutant General Homer C. Parker, 
teneral Frank McCoy and other offi- 
cials of the Fourth Corps area, cul- 
minated Wednesday night in a deci- 
sion to send the 122nd Inantry, Geor- 
gia Natienal Guard, to Camp Foster, 
Jacksonville, Fla., for summer ma- 
neuvers from August 3 to 17 inclu- 
sive. 

The decision was brought about by 
insistent pleas of the officers of the 
regiment that the 122nd had been to 
Camp McClellan, Anniston, Ala., for 
three summers and that due to the 
fact that the war department had 
again decreed that they should re- 
turn there in 1930, they were los- 
ing many valuable men and _ re- 
cruits were exceedingly hard to find. 

Knowing the sentiment of the offi- 
cial personnel of the regiment, Gen- 
eral Parker set about to remedy the 
situation, and it°was through his ef- 
forts that the new assignment was 
procured. In speaking of the change 
the general said, “I am happy indeed 
for the men and the officers of the 
122nd that they have such a camp site 
as Foster.

At a recent meeting of all officers

VALLEY, Ga., April 23.—Wi- 
leys, Georgia Belles, Elbertas and 
Hales are now ready for the third 
spray and middle Georgia peach grow- 
ers are advised to treat those varieties 
immediately, Mayflowers and Uneedas 
should be sprayed early next week, 
and Early Rose and Carmen will be 
ready for the third application the 
latter part of next week. This is 
the last. spray for the early varieties. 

The third application is primarily 
for‘the congrol of scab and brown rot, 
and is applied about two weeks before 
the late varieties enter the stone-hard- 
ening stage. Self-boiled lime-sulphur, 
32-32-200, is,usually used alone for 
this application; however, four pounds 
of powdered lead arsenate should be 
used in each tank of spray at this time 
if a grower has failed to make one of 
the earlier applications or if the cur- 
culio infestation is unusually heavy 
in his orchard. If dust is used instead 
of the liquid, the 80-5-15 formula is 
recommended for this application. 

In view of the fact that the late 
varieties will not be treated again 
until four weeks before the fruit 
ripens, and that this is the last treat- 
anent for Mayflowers, Uneedas and 
Early Rose, a special effort should be 
made to cover all sides of each peach

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JOHNNY DAWSON 
IN GOLF RANKS 


Western Friends of 
Barred Amateur Ready 
To Fire at U. S. G. A. 


NEW YORK, April 23.—(4)—Be- 
fore sailing for England aboard the 
S. S. Berengaria early today, John- 
ny Dawson, of Chicago, recently de- 
clared ineligible for amateur golf in 
this country, acted to prevent a threat- 
ened expose on his behalf which might 
have blasted the august United States 
Golf Association to its very founda- 
tions. 

The storm was brewed in the mid- 
dle west, where Johnny has a host of 
admirers, and was aimed at the ama- 
teur standing of a number of the 
country’s most prominent golfers. 

BLOCKS ‘ 

Although grieviously disappointed 
because of the recent action barring 
him from further amateur competi- 
tion, Dawson, like a .sportsman, re- 
fused to authorize the move on his 
behalf. Johnny pleaded with his west- 
ern friends not to make public the 
documents and charges they had pre- 
pared. , 

This sporting action on Dawson's 
part prevented an outburst which un- 
doubtedly would have made things 
most unpleasant for the U. 8. G. A., 
as well as for a number of golfers 
who at the present are recognized as 
amateurs? : 

The move on Johnny’s behalf might 
have been unsuccessful, for the pres- 
ent powers that be in the U.S. G. A. 
are firmly entrenched, but it would 
have caused a most unsatisfactory 
row and would have given the game. 
of golf in this country a decided 
black eye. . 

Because of this, although he still 
hopes to regain his amateur standing, 
Johnny Dawson spoke firmly to his 
friends in the west, and succeeded in 
persuading them to withhold their 
fire temporarily. Whether the matter 
will be brought up when a represent- 
ative of the Western Golf Associa- 
tion attends a meeting of the execu- 
tive committee of the U. S. G. 
at Southampton this coming week-end 
remains to be seen. 

LITTLE CHANCE. 

The question of Dawson's eligibility 
will be discussed on that occasion, 
with little likelihood that Johnny will 
be re-instated as an amateur. In 
view of Dawson’s sporting attitude 
towards those who barred him, and 
because it is recognized that he has 
the welfare of the amateur game at 
heart, it is unfortunate that he can- 


not be held an amateur. At present 
he is barred upon a technicality, open, 
to two interpretations. 

Dawson works for Spaldings, but | 
maintains that- he is not being paid) 
for ‘his skill as a golfer, which is, 
admittedly, exceptional. | 


Something to} 
be said on his behalf in this connec- 
tion is that his salary is small, ob- 
viously not one which would be paid 
by a firm seeking to employ him be- 
cause of his. golfing skill. Moreover, 
he has worked for Spaldings for nine 
years and did so before he played golf 
at all. . 
Johnny has been advised by offi- 
cials of the U. 8S. G. A. to leave the 
sporting goods firm if he wishes to 
regain his amateur standing, He has 
been offered thr-e times ‘his present
